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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As indicated in paragraph 7 above, neither the 
evidence nor the amendment has entered. Claims 6 and 8 stand rejected udner 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Applicant's arguments 
filed with regard to the rejection pending under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph are noted but not found persuasive. Applicant argues that 
one of skill in the art would be enabled to practice the claimed method in vivo. Applicant relies on Example 4, which was discussed in the 
prior Office action. Example 4 shows that GFP mRNA is detected in cells that have been tranfected in vivo. Two of the factors the 
examiner relies upon in determining the predictability or unpredictability of in vivo gene deliver methods, i.e. gene therapy, are whether the 
desired protein is translated and whether the protein is translated in sufficient amounts such that a benefit to the subject may be provided. 
Example 4 merely shows that mRNA is present in the cells by PCR amplification methods. It does not even show the presence of green 
fluorescent protein. GFP is generally used as a marker because it can be visualized when the protein is present in the cell. Even if the 
examples in the cell show that GFP is translated from the mRNA detected in example 4, the question would remain if whether the protein 
is translated in sufficient amounts to achieve a benefit. Applicant argues that one of skill in the art would believe that thetransferred 
polynucleotide was translated. As previously discussed by the examiner the level of skill in the art of gene therapy remains unpredictable 
such that one may not believe that mRNA would necessarily mean that the protein is presence. .
